Stubborn wienie war erupts 
again over additives use 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A stubborn 
wienie war, which even spread in the 
White House once, could flare up again 
when hotdog eaters and makers tangle 
over new labeling requirements. 
The Agriculture Department is under 
pressure to streamline hotdog labels 
and ban such unappetizing animal 
byproducts as lips, snouts and spleens. 
Consumer pressures, court decisions 
and the meat industry’s slow ac­ 
ceptance of new rules have highlighted 
hotdog struggles for the past four 
years. 
The latest USDA proposal, which is 
open for public comment until Feb. 21, 
bows to recent court rulings that the 
“ allmeat” labels on hot dogs contain up 
to 15 per cent poultry and non-meat 
ingredients are misleading. 
Byproducts now are not allowed in 
all-meat hotdogs, but are permitted, 
along with cereals and dried milk, in 
plain types. 
Under the proposal, the allmeat 
designation would be dropped in favor 
of “ frankfurter” or “ bologna.” These 
could include only muscle tissue or red 
meat plus up to 15 per cent poultry 
meat.

Part of the problem is that con­ 
struction unions traditionally, though 
unofficially, have maintained re­ 
stricted memberships. Most of the 
openings were reserved for members’ 
relatives. Moreover, small mem­ 
berships mean more work for more 
money in New York’s booming con­ 
struction industry. 
Brennan, 54, whose strength as a 
labor leader rests to a large extent on 
the fact that his men earn the highest 
building wages in the nation, denies he 
ever has supported exclusionary 
policies.

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) — A

recognized his handiwork in the den­ 
tures of a skull recently unearthed in 
Berlin and believed to be that of 
Hitler’s long-missing deputy, Frank­ 
furt Chief Prosecutor Wilhelm Metzner 
said today. 
But Metzner said he will need more 
than the dental evidence before he can 
conclusively close the files on Bor­ 
mann, who disappeared in the final 
days of World War II. 


Further evidence is expected to com e 
from the Institute of Dental Medicine in 
West Berlin, which is comparing the 
dentures of the skull with a sketch of 
Bormann s teeth made from memory 
by his dentist, a Dr. Blaschke. The 
dentist, who is now dead, made the 
sketch right after the war at the re­ 
quest of allied authorities. 


“The original X-rays were lost,” 
Metzner said in an interview. “When 
one has to rely on memory, there is a 
certain instability factor.” 


Nevertheless, the prosecutor em ­ 
phasized, 
m uch of the 
evid en ce 
gathered to date tends to support a 
conclusion that the skull—one of two 
unearthed Dec. 8—is that of Bormann. 


Joachim 
R ichter, 
M etzner’s 
assistant and a Bormann specialist, 
told The Associated Press last week 
that one skull “very probably” was 
Bormann’s and the other that of Dr. 
Ludgwig 
S tum pfegger, 
the 
last 
physician in H itler’s bunker.

Buying & fondue pot with Christmas 
gift money? This type of tabletop 
cookery is very popular now. Many 
types are available. Just be sure that it 
is a safe one — fondue pots do present 
some hazards. An open flame, boiling 
Itcjuid or hot oil, an inattentive or 
districted cook may lead to an accident 
with serious and painful injuries. 
As you select a fondue pot, think 
about safety features. The Food and 
Drug Administration’s Bureau of 
Product Safety lists these ideas: 
Look for a fondue pot with a per­ 
manently bonded, heat resistant 
handle. Wooden handles can be 
dangerous — the wood may char and 
split, causing the handle to break away 
from the pot. 
Don’t buy a fondue pot which has the 
handle attached with rivets or screws. 
Rivets may loosen or soften with heat; 
screw-on handles loosen as the screw 
threads wear with use. Any loose 
handle can turn or come off com­ 
pletely. spilling the pot’s scalding 
contents. 


Select a fondue pot with covers for 
both the pot and the burner unit. 
Check the general design of the 
utensil. The taller, graceful looking 
pot basds are pretty but dangerous 
because they tip so easily. 
Select a 
fondue Dot with a broad-based stand 
for increased stability. 
Remember 
that earthenware pots may crack with 
intense heat. 


Consider the type of fuel, too. Liquid 
alcohol has an almost invisible flame, 
so there is the danger of thinking the 
flame is out when it’s not. If more fuel 
is added to a hot or still burning unit, 
there may be a flare-up and explosion. 
Solid alcohol is safer to use, but it has 
an open flame that’s a hazard to the 
cook in a fluffy party dress or to the 
curious child. An electric pot calls for 
an outlet nearby — an extension cora

Handset weekly newspaper folds 
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CAMBRIDGE, Iowa. (AP) - 
a 


T*1? 6 tyP* was set by hand< 
one of the last such papers in Iowa 
went quietly to oblivion earlier T h^ 
year with the retirement of its owner. 
Lafayette 0. Langford. 
Langford was reporter, editor and 
sta,ff\ succeedin8 his father 
as publisher of the weekly Cambridge 
Leader a newspaper that survived 
through 64 years of reverses and tight 
economics. 


When the end came, the paper closed 
simply because “there was nobody to 
take out place,” and the paper’s sub­ 
scription 
and business lists were 
dissolved into those of the nearby 
Slater News. 
The 
Cam bridge 
Leader 
was 
established in 1889, but Langford’s 
father did not publish it until 1906. The 


elder Langford, who once owned the 
Slater News, was elected to a local of­ 
fice in 1902, but lost re-election in 1906 
and promptly took off for Nevada 
where he purchased the Nevada 
“Watchman.” 
When the Cambridge Leader burned 
down later that year, the town Com­ 
munity Club pleaded with Langford to 
“bring your plant” to Cambridge and 
re-establish the paper. 
Until 1908, he published the paper out 
of an old bam. The Langford children, 
including Lafayette, helped with the 
chores around the gasoline-powered 
cylinder press. 
When the paper was locked up, the 
elder Langford would hum “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” Lafayette said. 
“He felt he had gotten a big job done.” 
During the first World War, Langford 


sold the paper twice, but the new 
owners were unable to meet the $15 
rent payments on the building and he 
got the paper back. With the family’s 
other five sons in college, Langford 
agreed with his father to jointly run the 
paper. They published it together until 
1938, when Lafayette took over. 
He recalls a special issue in 1946 as 
being “the biggest and best thing we 
have ever done.” 
It was a big job because even for an 
average issue, it took three or four days 
to put all the type together by hand. 
Another issue, in 1971, was par­ 
ticularly 
m em orable, 
but 
for 
altogether different reasons. 
“One gate of the handset front page 
wasn’t closed,” Langford said. The 
type—hundreds of carefully-placed 
m etal words, letters, punctuation 


marks, spacing lead—days of w ork- 
fell out on the floor in a gray clutter of 
petrified alphabet soup. 
It was publication day. The paper 
was put to press with a front page that 
was blank except for the masthead and 
a headline that said “BAD LUCK,” 
with two lines of explanation. Langford 
sorted the news out from the jumble on 
the floor and published it a week later.

State continues struggle 
with ambulance service 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — The 
funeral home hearse that doubles as an 
ambulance may be the last of a dying 
breed— Ohio funeral directors say 
they’re anxious to get out of the am ­ 
bulance business. 
Most say they have always lost 
money on ambulance services, and a 
number say proposed state regulations 
requiring 
m andatory 
am bulance 
standards and training for attendants 
will make costs prohibitive. 
The state Health Department con­ 
ducted a poll last spring and found that 
64 per cent of the funeral directors 
contacted wanted out of the business. 
“I never made a poll, but from 
talking to others and from my own 
experience, I know most of us would 
get out if we could,” said Charles R. 
Boring, president of the Ohio Funeral 
Directors Association. 
Most funeral homes are in the 
business now because their hearses are 
the only available vehicles in many 
areas that can carry patients lying 
down, he said. 
“ We can’t get out of it because there 
is nothing to take our place. Until 
ambulance service is taken over by 
local government, I am stuck with it.” 
The federal Highway Safety Act of 
1966 demanded that every state write 
minimum standards for ambulance 
service but state officials in Ohio say 
they already have postponed that until 
at least 1976.

When you think of the Rose Bowl do you see the Southern California 
Trojans running all over the famed Pasadena turf? 
If not, you should because Southern Cal’s star-studded teams have been 
to the Rose Bowl so many times we suspect they have a permanent lease 
on the Pasadena field 
The upcoming New Year's Day classic which matches the unbeaten 
and top-ranked Trojans against the third-ranked Ohio State Buckeyes 
will mark the Southern Cal's 18th Rose Bowl appearance. 


BESID ES ALL of Southern California's appearances in the New Year’s 
Day classic, the Trojans own so many Rose Bowl records that most of 
them may never be equaled, much less surpassed. 
Since the Big Ten and Pacific Eight became partners back in 1947, the 
Midwest teams have won 17 games. Of the nine wins copped by the West 
Coast schools, USC owns four 
When the Trojans went to the Rose Bowl for the 1970 shootout with 
Michigan, John McKay became the first coach ever to make four con­ 
secutive trips to the Pasadena saucer 
On his five appearances McKay won three, beginning with the 
Wisconsin scoring orgy in 1963. He also beat Indiana 14-3 in 1968, and 
Michigan in 1970 He lost to Purdue 14-13 when he refused to try for a tie in 
1967 and was dumped by Ohio State 27-16 in 1969. 
Five times USC has sent unbeaten teams to the Rose Bowl and they lost 
once. The loss came in 1969 to Woody Hayes to supply McKay with a 
revenge motive if needed for this New Year’s Day clash. 
McKay’s personal coaching record against Big Ten opponents in 13 
years at USC is 33-17-2. The Trojans are unbeaten in 16 straight games 
dating back to the last game in the 1971 season when UCLA tied them 7-7. 
Southern California stands 4-4 against the Big Ten at Pasadena since 
the Rose Bowl became a private party in 1947. The 1952 Trojan version 
snanped a Big Ten winning streak by nudging Wisconsin 7-0 in 1953. 
But, the Big Ten’s overall Rose Bowl record is well ahead of the 
Pacific-Eight. 


THE BIG TEN’S 17-9 series edge is doubly impressive when you recall 
that until two years ago the Big Ten would not permit any school, 
champion included, to make the trip two consecutive years. Three times 
the runnerup school got the trip ticket and three times the No. 2 team 
defeated the Pac-8 champ. 
This will be Woody’s fourth Rose Bowl adventure. The crafty Buckeye 
veteran has stacked up a 3-1 record and two of those wins were at the 
expense of Southern Cal. 
Ohio State topped the Trojans 20-7 in 1955 and returned three seasons 
later to shade Oregon by a 10-7 score. In 1969, Hayes registered the 
aforementioned 27-16 verdict over USC, before being upset by Stanford 
27-17 in the 1971 game.

violence in today’s films can lead to job 
discrimination and hostility between, 
men and women, says 27-year-old film 
critic. 
“It seems the vicious and violent 
cliches which keep woman in her place 
kindle feelings of antagonism between 
men and 
women. 
These 
evidence 
them selves in job discrim ination, 
sexism and machismo,” said Sandra 
Shevey, who is teaching the first course 
on women in films at the University of 
Southern (California this year. 
“When we see violence films which 
play out man’s aggression toward 
women . . . men repress these in­ 
stincts, and let them out in socially 
acceptable situations. The film s 
reinforce hostile feelin g s,” says 
Sandra, who calls herself “film critic in 
residence” 
for 
the 
National 
Organization for Women. 
Sandra groups the cliche women’s 
roles into The Virgin Cult, the Sex 
Symbol, the Career Girl and The 
Perfect Wife, She feels that today’s 
films are just a cliche-ridden and even 
more violent than films of the past. 
“The career girl is always crazy, 
neurotic, hell-bent on success, and she 


always learns her lesson," says San­ 
dra, who groups the roles of Bette 
Davis, Ginger Rogers, Joan Crawford 
and Jane Fonda in “Klute” in this 
category. 


GINGER ROGERS in “Lady in the 
Dark” gave up her job to a subordinate 
and married him 
after 
she 
was 
badgered by others in the office. 
"The lesson learned is — give up 
your position and get married. You will 
be alienated if you aren’t preoccupied 
with frills, fads and men,” says Sandra. 
That same message becomes more 
strident and the penalties for uppity 
women become death instead of 
derision in a current film like Hit­ 
chcock’s "Frenzy,” says Sandra. 
“Two women are killed off in the 
most brutal way because they try to 
assert their female independence. It’s 
still a lesson learned — except the male 
anger is more complete in the 1970s 
because 
w om ens 
struggle 
for 
liberation is greater,” she says. 
In virgin cult roles, the damsel is 
often made distressed by a man and 
then saved by him. The perfect wives 
are always the women behind the men. 
“These are recurrent and consistent 
motifs. 
Rarely 
do 
you 
see 
a 
divergence,” says Sandra, listing 
“Clockwork Orange,” “Diary of a Mad 
H ousew ife,” 
and 
Woody 
A llen’s 
“Everything You’ve Always Wanted to 
Know About Sex . . .” as guilty parties 
today. 
SHE CALLS on the movie industry to 
begin seminars on the image of women 
in film, so film makers can become 
aware of these “harmful cliches” and 
be able to make alternative choices. 
“Maybe instead a movie should 
reinforce feelings of caring, sensitivity, 
not fear but faith,” says Sandra, who 
can think of only one American film 
Which does this — “Adam’s Rib,” with 
Tracy and Hepburn. 
After Sandra gave her pilot program 
“Myth America in the Movies,” at New 
York University last spring, she was 
asked to lecture at colleges across the 
country. 
“Most people are incensed by these 
antifem inist im ages of rape and 
violence. They want to know how to 
strike out,” says Sandra* 
She suggests protests like boycotting 
the films, writing the director and the 
producer, complainng to the theater 
m anager 
and 
throwing 
rotten 
tomatoes. 
“You’re you own best movie critic,” 
she says.

Periodic check ups essential 


I have just found out that I have high 
blood pressure. Is it possible to have 
high blood pressure without knowing 
it? 
I haven’t been sick in 40 years and 
frankly, have not been to a doctor since 
I was 7 years old. 
Mr. C C. 
Dear Mr. C.: 
That, indeed, is an excellent health 
record, and one that should give your 
pride. 
But there should be no pride in the 
fact that during all these healthy years 
you have not consulted a doctor for a 
general physical checkup. 
Had you done so, your high blood 
pressure might have been discovered 
and treated earlier. 
The basis for good medicine is the 
early discovery of a condition. High 
blood pressure, particularly, is related 
to circulatory diseases, heart con­ 
ditions, and even strokes. When un­ 
covered early, these complications can 
often be avoided. 
A very interesting study recently 
performed in Chicago was reported in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. About 20,000 industrial 
employes had volunteered for tests of 
their blood pressure. About 4,500 of 
these were found to have high blood 
pressure. 
Almost 60 per cent of those people 
with high blood pressure did not know 
they had this disorder before these 
tests were made. 
They were, of course, not being 
treated. If this study can be considered 
valid for other areas of the country, 
there must be thousands of people who 
benignly consider themselves in 


perfect health when actually high blood 
pressure exists. 
This is, indeed, unfortunate because 
it violates the very essence of good, 
preventive medicine. 
A complete medical examination is 
not an indulgence. It is a gift to one’s 
self and one’s family. 


Is there any advantage in using 
medication such as benzoin in steam 
inhalations? 
Mrs. M. M.,Utah 


Dear Mrs. M.: 
Steam inhalations are very valuable 
and are used often in respiratory 
conditions. 
Benzoin, aromatic herbs and flower 
concentrates are often used in the 
steam kettle. They may be very 
pleasant and give a “medicinal” 
aroma which could have some 
psychological effect. However, the real 
advantage is from the steam itself 
One of the favoite substances used all 
over Europe is camomile, a con­ 
centrate of the earth apple. This, with 
steam, diffuses and gives a lovely odor. 
The medical value is minimal com­ 
pared to the value of the steam itself.

To be a successful declarer, one must 
make assumptions during the play. 
Often these assumptions are based 
more on hope than expectancy, since 
there is not much point in playing a 
hand on the basis that the cards are 
divided so that you cannot make the 


contract. 
Here is a sample of the theory at 
work. Let’s say you’re in four hearts 
and West leads a low spade. East wins 
with the ace and returns the nine, your 
jack losing to the king. Back comes a 
spade, which you ruff, and the question 
is how to play the hand. 
Ordinarily, you would lead a heart to 
the king and finesse the jack on the way 
back, but this would be the wrong play 
to make here. 
It is right to lead a heart to the king, 
but it is wrong to finesse the jack. 
Instead, you should go up with the ace. 
As the cards lie, this unaccustomed 
play succeeds beautifully — because 
the ace catches the queen and East 
later shows up with the ace of clubs — 
but how in the world are you supposed 
to know that playing for the drop is 
better than playing for the finesse? 
The answer is that you have no 
chance for the contract unless East has 
the ace of clubs, and, once you make 
this assumption, you cannot also play 
East for the queen of hearts. 
It is conceivable that East would 
have passed third hand holding the A- 
Q-10-9-5 of spades and the ace of clubs, 
but it is inconceivable that he would 
have passed had he also held the queen 
of hearts. It is therefore proper to 
assume that West has the queen and on 
that basis reject the finesse as a 
hopeless gesture. 
Propane gas made available 
for Buckeye grain diving 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
said today nearly 1.7 million gallons of 
gas have been made available to Ohio 
termers who urgently need it to dry 
their grains during this wet season. 
Commission Chairman Henry W. 
Eckhart said 161,506 gallons of propane 
gas have already been delivered to 
Ohio distributors to assit the farmers 
with grain harvesting and drying. 


The commission is presently trying 
to solve the transportation problems of 
getting the supplies to local dis­ 
tributors who will supply the farmers. 
“As of noon today, 18 truckloads of 
propane with approxim ately 9,000 
gallons per load have been picked up 
from the Columbia Hydrocarbon 
Company storage facility at Mount 
Sterling.” 
The Dayton Power & Light Company 
has made available one million gallons 
and Columbia Hydrocarbon another 
500,000 gallons at its Lima facility. 


The gas crisis developed when far­ 
mers were delayed by the rainy 
weather from harvesting their com 
and soybean crops. Even after har­ 
vesting, the wet weather has delayed 
the drying of the grain crops at a time 
when businesses and homes need 
propane gas for heating. 
The commission has established a 
temporary war room to pinpoint the 
greatest gas needs and provide 
adequate supplies. 
A spokeswoman for the commission 
said the areas of greatest need are in 
northwestern Ohio near Lima and 
Toledo. 
John T. Gordon, PUCO director of 
transportation, said ten of his field 
personnel are helping during this 
emergency 
by 
insuring 
that 
distributors are using the gas that has 
been allocated to them for farm drying 
purposes only.

The 30-minute meeting, the shortest 
of the year, was recessed at 7:30 p m. 
pending annual reorganization at the 
Jan IO meeting in the new city offices 
It was the last meeting to be held in 
the old Council chambers. 


THE APPROPRI ATIONS ordinance, 
which authorizes City Auditor Patricia 
West to draw warrants for the first 
three months of 
1973, 
includes 
a 
general fund appropriation for that 
period of $149,600, including $86,500 for 
security of persons 
and

Simplicity 
marks rites 
for Truman 


INDEPENDENCE,

After simple funeral services devoid of 
eulogy, former President Harry S. 
Truman is to be buried today in the 
courtyard of the Truman Library. 
Only 250 guests were invited, few of 
them of national renown, in keeping 
with the unpretentious solemnity that 
has marked the days since his death 
Tuesday. 
Truman’s widow, Bess, who had been 
secluded in her grief in the house they 
shared for 53 years, was to be at the 
final rite for the nation’s 33rd president 
and to receive the flag that draped the 
coffin. 
As the nation 
began a (lay or 
mourning proclaimed by President 
Nixon, thousands still were paying 
their respects to Truman, lying in state 
in the marble lobby of the library. 
They had lined up on the drives 
leading to the hillside building before 
military pallbearers placed the coffin 
on a catafalque draped in black silk. 
Richard M. Nixon and Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
had 
separate, 
private 
moments at the coffin of the man who 


had preceded them in the nation’s 
highest office. 
Once the doors were opened, people 
of all ages streamed past the coffin in 
eloquent, silent tribute. They moved 
through at the rate of nearly 2,000 per 
hour, and the line still stretched for a 
quarter mile after midnight. 
M argaret Trum an 
Daniel, her 
husband. Clifton, and their four boys 
were at the brief ceremonies that 
preceded the lying-instate. So were 60 
others who had been part of Truman’s 
unofficial life—such as the family 
maid, a long-time guard and Rose 
Conway, who for many years was 
Truman’s secretary. 
Truman’s gravesite is just outside 
the library office where the former 
president wrote his three books, 
prepared the lectures he delivered on 
college campuses and where he re­ 
ceived diplomats and schoolboys. 
Official Washington and the in­ 
ternational community will have a 
memorial service Jan. 5 in the National 
Cathedral. And there was to be another 
service in nearby Kansas City today for 
those who wanted but could not get into 
the courtyard in Independence. 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. bombers kept 
up saturation air attacks against the 
Hanoi and Haiphong areas today, and 
the U.S. Command announced the loss 
of two more B52 bombers and a big 
rescue helicopter. 
Six men were reported missing in one 
of the B52s, raising to at least 81 the 
total number of Americans missing, 
killed or captured in the air attack on 
the North Vietnamese heartland that 
began Dec. 18. Two other Americans 
were killed aboard a Navy destroyer 
hit by shore fire. 
The attack on the heavily defended 
Hanoi and Haiphong areas resulted in 
the 
heaviest 
weekly 
Am erican 
casualties in nearly two years. The 
U.S. Com m and’s weekly casualty 
summary today said seven Americans 
were killed in action last week, 73 were 
missing and 29 were wounded. Four of 
the dead were killed in air operations in 
Laos, the Command said. 
North Vietnam said again that it 
would not yield to the heaviest air 
assaults of the war, which have left 
much of greater Hanoi and Haiphong in 
flames and rubble, according to a 
bomb-damage report by the U.S. 
Command. 
The North Vietnam ese Foreign 
Ministry said waves of B52 bombers 
and fighter-bombers carried out more 
“ exterm ination” raids W ednesday 
night against many densely populated 
areas, including Hanoi and Haiphong 
and their suburbs. 
Novosti, a Soviet press agency, said 
in Moscow that its office in Hanoi was 
destroyed during a raid Wednesday. 
The agency said it did not know if any 
of its employes were killed or injured. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress 
should get a full report from the White 
House on peace negotiations before it 
tries to legislate an end to the Vietnam 
war, says Speaker of the House Carl 
Albert. 


The Oklahoma Democrat, who has 
supported President Nixon’s war 
policies in the past, said he doesn’t 
think “we should pull the rug out from 
under him if there is hope for success.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
administration is planning changes in 
its wage-price controls, but it still 
doesn't know what to do about rising 
food costs. 


Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 
said Wednesday that if it weren’t for 
rising food prices, inflation would have 
subsided enough to justify a wage in­ 
crease guideline lower than the current 
5.5 per cent. 
Economics officials said the ad­ 
ministration probably will change the 
profit-margin rule, phase out rent 
controls and change the coverage of the 
wage-price control program. 
Administration officials are con­ 
sulting with labor and business leaders 
in advance of the changes. 
But rising food prices apparently 
have everyone baffled. 
“If you had to pick one theme run­ 
ning through the consultations, there 
were three problems mentioned—food, 
food and food,” said Donald Rumsfeld, 
director of the Cost of Living Council. 
A high council source said that 
whatever decisions are made on food 
costs, controls on farm products 
probably would be avoided. 
Shultz said the administration would 
try to increase food supplies while 
keeping farm incomes steady. 
.Among the measures being con­ 
sidered, a source said, are increased 
acreage allotm ents, revised farm 
subsidy policies, and changes in tariffs 
and import quotas. 
Shultz said any single action would 
not solve the problem. 
How the profit-margin rule will be 
changed was not disclosed, but the 
council source said the existing rule 
can’t be retained. 
It provides that a company cannot 
exceed its percentage of profit 
recorded during the best two of the 
three fiscal yearS^ prior to the August 
1971 wageprice freeze. 
Businessmen have complained that 
profits were not good in those years, 


which leaves them in a low profit po­ 
sition now. 
While profit margins may become a 
little more liberal, the administration 
is reluctant to do anything about 
controlling interest rales, Shultz told 
newsmen.

Arabs hold 
Israelis hostage 
in Thailand 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — Four 
Arab terrorists took over the Israeli 
embassy today, seizing six hostages, 
but government sources said the in­ 
vaders agreed nine hours later to re­ 
lease the hostages in return for a safe 
conduct out of Thailand. 
The hostages included Shimon 
Avimor, 
Israeli 
am bassador 
to 
Cambodia. 
Thai police entered the embassy 
tonight. 
The government negotiated with Pan 
American World Airways to take the 
Arabs to their unknown destination. 
In the first of today’s events, the 
Arabs gained access to the compound. 
Two wore formal white tie and tails, as 
if they were going to attend today’s in­ 
vestiture of Prince Vajiralongkorn as 
heir to the throne. 
They were granted ready access and 
were joined by ’ two 
other armed 
Arabs, who climbed a wall. 
The invaders threatened to kill the 
hostages and blow up the embassy 
unless 36 Palestinian prisoners were 
released from Israeli prisons. 
About 400 Thai police and army 
troops with guard dogs surrounded the 
compound. 
The terrorists earlier had vowed to 
“fight to the end” rather than release 
the hostages. 
The Thai government offered the 


Arabs safe conduct out of the country if 
they would release the hostages. 
Details of what evolved from this 
were not immediately clear. 
One report was that Thai officials 
and the Egyptian ambassador reached 
agreement with the Black September 
terro rists guaranteeing them safe 
passage if they released the hostages 
unharmed. But Pan American had 
refused to carry the Arabs if they were 
armed, police said. 
The Israeli government had said ii 
would not submit to blackmail and 
release prisoners. 
Two of the terrorists wore white tie 
and tails, posing as diplomats retur­ 
ning from the investiture today of the 
crown prince of Thailand. 


They walked through the embassy 
gate and “bowed and smiled to m e,” 
said Pvt. Sunchai Pienkana, the 
policeman on guard there. 
Sunchai said he then saw two other 
men climb over a side wall of the 
embassy compound. 
“They had leather-type jackets on 
that looked like bulletproof jackets we 
use in the police force,” he reported. 
These two were carrying sub­ 
machine guns, and the two in evening 
dress apparently had guns under their 
coats. 


Ex-Canadian M inister 
Lester Pearson is dead 


OTTAWA (AP) — Lester B. Pear­ 
son—the quiet, likeable diplomat who 
won the Nobel Peace Prize and was 
prime minister of Canada for five 
years, died Wednesday night of cancer 
at his Ottawa home. He was 75. 
Plans were made for a state funeral 
in Ottawa’s Christ Church Anglican 
Cathedral, with burial at Wakefield, 
Que., near the summer home of Can­ 
ada’s prime ministers. 
The date of the funeral was to be 
announced later. 
Pearson and his wife, Mary on, were 
in Florida shortly before Christmas but 
flew home when his condition wor­ 
sened. Cancer caused removal of one 
eye in 1970, and doctors said the disease 
spread to his liver. 
“He was a man of ability and good 
will who worked a greater part of his 
life to make the world a better place for 
others,” said his successor, Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau. 
Pearson’s diplomatic career reached 
its high point 
when 
he 
received 
Canada’s only Nobel Peace Prize for 
his 
work 
in 
forging 
the 
U.N. 
Peacekeeping Force in the Middle East 
in 1956. The uneasy peace collapsed in 
the six-day war of 1967 shortly before 
Pearson retired from politics. 
As prime minister of a Liberal party 
government that lacked a majority in 
the Canadian House of Commons, 
Pearson still put through a succession 
of welfare and reform measures. They 
included national medical care in­ 
surance, special recognition for 
Quebec, trial abolition of capital 
punishment and adoption of the red- 
and-white Canadian maple leaf flag 
replacing the Red Ensign bearing the 
British Union Jack. 
The new flag emphasized Canada’s 
emergence as a middle power, more 


independent from both Britain and the 
United States, although political foes 
charged Pearson was subservient to 
Washington. 
He also was attacked for advocating 
nuclear arms for Canada but replied

the country must live up to its com­ 
mitments in the Atlantic Alliance. 
Born April 23, 1897, in Toronto, 
Pearson studied at the University of 
Toronto and at Oxford. He served in an 
ambulance unit in World War I, then 
transferred to the flying corps. 


He married Maryon Ellspeth Moody 
of Winnipeg in 1925, then began a 
career in diplomacy when he joined the 
governm ent’s external affairs de­ 
partment in 1928.

River, three more added to the list 
after a September storm and another 
five placed on emergency footing by 
the Lake Erie storm last month. 
At least some of those 15 counties 
failed to submit loan applications in 
time to get in on the $135 million. 
Stacy said so far 800 counties around 
the country have asked to be eligible 
for the farm loans, and it has been esti­ 
mated their requests will total $750 
million. 
As of last month, he said, the Far­ 
mers Home Administration had $100 
million in approved loan requests and 
only $55 million with which to fund 
them remaining from the $135 million. 
State Agriculture Director Eugene 
Abercrombie indicated there wasn’t 
much he could do but continue to press 
for money which is not there. 
“I call them every day,” Aber­ 
crombie said. “It’s frustrating when 
you get a bushel of mail every day. My 
hair is getting grayer, you know.” 
State agriculture officials and the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation now 
estimate Ohio farmers will get $300 
million less for their corn and soybeans 
than they would have with normal fall 
weather. 
“Young farmers with a sizable debt 
are going to be wiped out,” federation 
executive secretary C. William Swank 
said. “A few farm ers who got their 
crops in early are going to make some 
money since the prices have gone up.” 
“The ones that concern me most,” 
Abercombie said, “ are the ones 
operating a little thin who had con­ 
tracted for their grain by a certain 
date. Many of them are now under 
penalty contracts. And the quality of 
their crops is low and they’re being 
docked for that.” 
The only good news farmers had this 
week was an easing of the propane gas 
shortage, which had threatened to keep 
many farmers from operating their 
crop dryers. 
Abercrombie said gas companies in 
Ohio have agreed to release about 1.5 
million gallons immediately and more 
as their reserves are replenished from 
out of state. 
He also said it appears more gas will 
be shipped up from Texas by pipeline, 
which had earlier been clogged with 
heavy traffic demands. 
“ It appears the gas crisis will b€ 
easing in the next week or two,” Swank 
agreed. 
“The whole industry’s been just 
wonderful about this,” Abercrombie 
said. “ Even if we just get the gas 
gradually, I think we’ll be okay.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — It was the 
best of times and the worst of times for 
crime in Ohio in 1971-72, show FBI 
crime statistics released today in 
Washington. 
While grand larceny in Cleveland 
showed a decrease of 962 from 1971, the 
same crime increased by 967 in Toledo, 
the report showed. 
At the same time, auto thefts in 
Dayton increased by 281 from 1971 to 
1972 and decreased in Akron by 321. 
Serious crime in the nation increased 
one per cent during the first nine 


months of 1972— the smallest increase 
since the FBI began issuing quarterly 
reports in 1960, U.S. Atty. Gen Richard 
Kleindienst announced. 
During the same period of 1971, 
serious crime increased six per cent, 
Kleindienst said. The rate of increase 
has been in a downward trend since 
1968. 
Akron, Cleveland, Columbus and 
Parma were among 83 major cities in 
the United States recording decreases 
ip serious crime in 1972. 
Across the U.S., violent crimes in­ 


creased only 3 per cent, compared with 
a IO per cent increase in 1971, and prop­ 
erty crim es showed no increase, 
compared with a 6 per cent increase in 
1971. 
Cities of more than 100,000 population 
showed a 3 per cent decrease in serious 
crime in 1972, while suburban crime in­ 
creased 4 per cent. Suburban crime 
increased ll per cent in 1971. Crime in 
rural areas increased 6 per cent during 
1972. 
The latest crime figures were con­ 
tained in the FBI's Uniform Crime 


Reports, a nationwide collection of 
police statistics supplied by local law 
enforcement agencies.

Stubborn wienie war erupts 
again over additives use 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A stubborn 
wienie war, which even spread in the 
White House once, could flare up again 
when hotdog eaters and m akers tangle 
over new labeling requirem ents. 
The Agriculture Department is under 
pressure to streamline hotdog labels 
and ban such unappetizing animal 
byproducts as lips, snouts and spleens. 
Consumer pressures, court decisions 
and the meat industry’s slow ac­ 
ceptance of new rules have highlighted 
hotdog struggles for the past four 
years. 
The latest USDA proposal, which is 
open for public comment until Feb. 21, 
bows to recent court rulings that the 
“allmeat labels on hotdogs contain up 
to 15 per cent poultry and non-meat 
ingredients are misleading. 
Byproducts now are not allowed in 
all-meat hotdogs, but are permitted, 
along with cereals and dried milk, in 
plain types. 
Under the proposal, 
the allmeat 
designation would be dropped in favor 
of “ frankfurter’’ or “bologna.” These 
could include only muscle tissue or red 
m eat plus up to 15 per cent poultry 
meat.

Terror in the name of peace 


It is an irony and an agony that 
after all the recent talk of peace 
being “ at hand” or at any rate 
imminent the United States has now 
launched 
some 
of 
the 
most 
devastating bomber attacks on 
North Vietnam since the start of the 
war. 
The most charitable view one can 
take 
of 
this 
onslaught 
is 
that 
President Nixon hopes thus to force 
Hanoi to return to the negotiating 
table and accept terms of settlement 
agreeable to the United States. 
With 
all 
due 
respect 
to 
the 
President and to Henry A. Kissinger 
and his other advisors, we conclude 
that this is not likely to work. It has 
not worked before, and the odds are 


against its gaining the desired end 
this time. Moreover, the world will 
rightly see this resumption of heavy 
bombing as an acknowledgement 
that our policy is bankrupt. 
It will be thought (anet how can 
this be denied?) that the United 
States is in effect saying: We cannot 
get the settlement we want at the 
conference table, so we will blast 
and burn until we do get it. 
A great many Americans question 
most seriously whether this is the 
role their country should play. As a 
people we pride ourselves on our 
compassion and humane concern. 
After all these years of war some 
still cling to the thought that the 
profligate spending of blood and 


treasure will in the end somehow 
benefit the people of Vietnam. But 
many have been wondering for a 
long time whether this was indeed 
true. 
The question must now be asked 
with 
renewed 
insistence 
as 
American thunderbolts are hurled 
once more at a small and backward 
Asian country whose government we 
have not been able to bend to our 
will. 
There is another question lo be 
raised 
in 
term s 
of 
common 
humanity: What significant interest 
of the United States is served by the 
terror we are raining down on North 
V ietnam in the name of seeking 
peace?

Acupuncture and the U.S. 


W ASHINGTON. One of the great 
events of 1972, with consequences far 
into the future, was the opening to 
China. Out of that opening benefits are 
only just beginning to flow. 
Some, such as the sale of American 
planes, are obvious. With a continuing 
exchange we could in the long run learn 
much from the practice and philosophy 
of an ancient people. 
The National Institutes of Health are 
about to authorize a serious study of the 
pros and cons of acupuncture, the 
m edical practice used throughout 
China for many centuries. Those at 
NTH who have taken a preliminary look 
are convinced that acupuncture, the 
use 
of 
needles 
as 
nerve 
blocks, 
deserves thorough and im partial 
examination, since it could become an 
asset in the American medicine chest. 
As is customery N IH will com­ 
mission outside specialists to do the 
research and provide the answers. 
Proposals now being reviewed have 
already come from eight 
different 
groups. Reports to N IH tell of sufferers 
from the extreme pain of advanced 
arthritis given relief by acupuncture. 


VISITORS to China during the new 
year now ending have brought back 
reports of the seemingly miraculous 
results of acupuncture. Am erican 
physicians have observed abdominal 
operations in which 
acupuncturists 
provided the only anaesthetic. The 
patients were not only conscious but 
apparently in good humor, joking and 
laughing with 
the surgeon as the 
operation proceeded. 
The Chinese are said to be concerned 
lest acupuncture be seized on in this 
country as a fad and exploited with 
harm to all concerned. Acupuncture is 
only one part of the approach to 
medicine in China. Herbs used in ac­ 
cord with formulae centuries old have 
an equally important place. The whole 
is wrapped up in a philosophical con­ 
cept of conflict between the forces of 
darkness and evil and the forces of 
light and goodness, the ying and the 
yang. 
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In the two most populous states, 
California and New' York, acupuncture 
has stirred controversy. In New York 
City an acupuncture clinic was headed 
by an internist, a licensed M.D., who 
turned his 
patients 
over 
to 
four 
acupuncturists. The fees were said to 
be high. 


THE 
CLINIC 
was 
closed 
down 
because of New York State’s licensing 
requirements. Many letters of protest 
to the White House and N IH followed 
this action. 
In the city's Chinatown the folk 
practice of acupuncture has long been 
winked at. Inspectors who put on old 
clothes would drop in for a treatment to 
make sure the needles were sterile. 
Only a licensed physician may now 
practice acupuncture in the state and. 
since few, 
if any, 
physicians 
are 
trained for a procedure more complex 
than it appears, the treatment is all but 
precluded. 
As standardized following its in­ 
troduction into Russia from China, 
there are between 800 and 1,000 points 


of insertion 
classified as 
primary, 
secondary and tertiary. 
California has ruled that acupunc­ 
ture is a “ medical treatment.” It may 
be performed under a number of 
conditions, including a medical school 
or a hospital and under the supervision 
of a licensed physician. 
Several 
Oriental practitioners in Los Angeles 
are said to have had near miraculous 
results with arthritis and seemingly 
incurable headaches. 


H A N D LED in an orderly way and 
cutting 
through 
the 
jealous 
prerogatives of the medical profession 
and the complexities of state licensing 
laws, this could be a valuable addition 
to American medicine. It is but one 
element of the wealth of learning that 
can come from the opening to China. 
Despite all the upheavals of war and 
civil war, much of the classical past 
rem ains. 
It 
is 
embedded 
in 
a 
civilization older than any on earth. 
Surely, we are now mature enough to 
show that we can learn from a people 
so long closed away.

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) — A 
dental technician who assisted in 
treating 
M artin 
Borm ann 
has 
recognized his handiwork in the den­ 
tures of a skull recently unearthed in 
Berlin and believed to be that of 
Hitler’s long-missing deputy, Frank­ 
furt Chief Prosecutor Wilhelm Metzner 
said today. 
But Metzner said he will need more 
than the dental evidence before he can 
conclusively close the files on Bor­ 
mann, who disappeared in the final 
days of World War II. 
Further evidence is expected to come 
from the Institute of Dental Medicine in 
West Berlin, which is comparing the 
dentures of the skull with a sketch of 
Bormann s teeth made from memory 
by his dentist, a Dr. Blaschke. The 
dentist, who is now dead, made the 
sketch right after the war at the re­ 
quest of allied authorities. 


“The original X-rays were lost,” 
Metzner said in an interview. ‘‘When 
one has to rely on memory, there is a 
certain instability factor.” 


Nevertheless, the prosecutor em­ 
phasized, much of the evidence 
gathered to date tends to support a 
conclusion that the skull—one of two 
unearthed Dec. 8—is that of Bormann.

Buying a fondue pot with Christmas 
gift money? This type of tabletop 
cookery is very popular now. Many 
types are available. Just be sure that it 
is a safe one — fondue pots do present 
some hazards. An open flame, boiling 
liciuid or hot oil, an inattentive or 
districted cook may lead to an accident 
with serious and painful injuries. 
As you select a fondue pot, think 
about safety features. The Food and 
Drug Administration’s Bureau of 
Product Safety lists these ideas: 
Look for a fondue pot with a per­ 
manently bonded, heat resistant 
handle. Wooden handles can be 
dangerous — the wood may char and 
split, causing the handle to break away 
from the pot. 
Don’t buy a fondue pot which has the 
handle attached with rivets or screws. 
Rivets may loosen or soften with heat; 
screw-on handles loosen as the screw 
threads wear with use. Any loose 
handle can turn or come off com­ 
pletely, spilling the pot’s scalding 
contents. 


Select a fondue pot with covers for 
both the pot and the burner unit. 
Check the general design of the 
utensil. The taller, graceful looking 
pot basds are pretty but dangerous 
because they tip so easily. 
Select a

for increased stability.

that earthenware pots may crack with 
intense heat. 


Consider the type of fuel, too. Liquid 
alcohol has an almost invisible flame, 
so there is the danger of thinking the 
flame is out when it’s not. If more fuel 
is added to a hot or still burning unit, 
there may be a flare-up and explosion. 
Solid alcohol is safer to use, but it has 
an open flame that’s a hazard to the 
cook in a fluffy party dress or to the 
curious child. An electric pot calls for 
an outlet nearby — an extension cora

running across the floor and table is a 
hazard. 
A fondue pot should be used on a tray 
to catch spillage and provide insulation 
for the tabletop.

Vh<f e type was set by hand, 
one of the last such papers in Iowa 
went Quietly to oblivL earher this 
year with the retirement of its owner 
Lafayette 0. Langford. 
Langford was reporter, editor and 
composing staff, succeeding his father 
as publisher of the weekly Cambridge 
Leader, a newspaper that survived 
through 64 years of reverses and tight 
economics. 


When the end came, the paper closed 
simply because “there was nobody to 
take out place,” and the paper’s sub­ 
scription and business lists were 
dissolved into those of the nearbv 
Slater News. 
The 
Cambridge 
Leader 
was 
established in 1889, but Langford’s 
father did not publish it until 1906. The 


elder Langford, who once owned the 
Slater News, was elected to a local of­ 
fice in 1902, but lost re-election in 1906 
and promptly took off for Nevada, 
where he purchased the Nevada 
“Watchman.” 
When the Cambridge Leader burned 
down later that year, the town Com­ 
munity Club pleaded with Langford to 
“bring your plant” to Cambridge and 
re-establish the paper. 
Until 1908, he published the paper out 
of an old bam. The Langford children, 
including Lafayette, helped with the 
chores around the gasoline-powered 
cylinder press. 
When the paper was locked up, the 
elder Langford would hum “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” Lafayette said. 
“He felt he had gotten a big job done.” 
During the first World War, Langford 


sold the paper twice, but the new 
owners were unable to meet the $15 
rent payments on the building and he 
got the paper back. With the family’s 
other five sons in college, Langford 
agreed with his father to jointly run the 
paper. They published it together until 
1938, when Lafayette took over. 
He recalls a special issue in 1946 as 
being “the biggest and best thing we 
have ever done.” 
It was a big job because even for an 
average issue, it took three or four days 
to put all the type together by hand. 
Another issue, in 1971, was par­ 
ticularly 
memorable, 
but 
for 
altogether different reasons. 
“One gate of the handset front page 
wasn’t closed,” Langford said. The 
type—hundreds of carefully-placed 
metal words, letters, punctuation 


marks, spacing lead—days of work— 
fell out on the floor in a gray clutter of 
petrified alphabet soup. 
It was publication day. The paper 
was put to press with a front page that 
was blank except for the masthead and 
a headline that said “BAD LUCK,” 
with two lines of explanation. Langford 
sorted the news out from the jumble (rn 
the floor and published it a week later.

BEAVER, Pa. (AP) — Five Weirton,

Nicaraguan earthquake 
no surprise to scientists

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The ear­ 
thquake that ripped Managua, the 
capital 
of 
N icaragua, 
was 
a 
catastrophic disaster in human terms, 
but to scientists the jolt was neither 
unexpected nor unusually severe. 
The fact that it wrecked the city and 
killed thousands resulted not from 
extraordinary force but from three 
factors: 
—-It was centered very close to, or 
within, the city. 
—The quake originated close to the 
surface of the city’s loose, ashy land 
base. 
—Few of Managua's buildings ap­ 
parently were designed or built to 
withstand such temors. 
Seismographs at various California 
points indicated Saturday’s jolt had an 
intensity of €.25 to 6.4 on the Richter 
Scale. Ihus it was somewhat less in­ 
tense than the 6.6 quake in February 
1971 that rocked the San Fernando 
Valley north of Los Angeles and killed 
65 persons. 


Dr. Don Anderson, director of the 
seismology laboratory at the California 
Institute of Technology, said Tuesday a 
quake is not classified by scientists as 
“ m ajor” unless it reaches 7.5 on the 
Richter Scale. 
The great San Francisco quake of 
1906 was estimated at 8.25. 
He said many quakes as strong as 
Saturday’s occur frequently in Central 
America but go unreported because 
they are in remote areas. 
The particu lar earthquake-prone 
feature of Central America, Anderson 
said, is an offshore trench. Here the 
Pacific Ocean floor is moving toward 
and under the mainland mass, causing 
great compressional forces. 
Dr. Robert Brown of Menlo Park, 
Calif., a seismologist at the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s National Center 
for Earthquake Research, noted that 
Managua is particularly vulnerable be­ 
cause it is built on loosely compacted 
volcanic 
debris. 
This

than a base of solid rock would be, he 
said.

The most subtle and sometimes most 
effective 
im age-conjurer 
is

derstatement. A country club in the 
Boston area has for years assumed a 
haughty and unwarranted dominance 
by calling itself “The Country Club.” 
And now the New York Stock Ex­ 
change, the largest but only one of 
many securities exchanges around the 
country, has begun referring to itself as 
The Exchange. There has been no 
official nam e change, 
only the 
suggestion of it. 
A couple of weeks ago the statements 
emanating from 
the 
NYSE 
news 
bureau referred to it as the New York 
Stock Exchange or NYSE. A recent 12- 
paragraph release used “The Ex­ 
change” or “Exchange” 19 times. 
Moreover, a new logotype has been 
“especially handcrafted by Lippincott 
& Margulies,” a firm that has designed 
many of the most popular trademarks 
and developed many corporate identity 
programs. 
In explanation, the Big Board stated 
that after extensive research and 
testing, “ It was discovered that hardly 
anyone says ‘NYSE.” They say “New 
York Stock Exchange,’ or just ‘The 
Exchange’.” 
But there is more to the story. As the

com m ented 
in

nouncem ent, 
“ The 
insignia 
is 
progressive, yet it retains the feeling of 
stability. 
And 
it 
illustrates 
an 
awareness of the challenges of the 
future.” 


To explain further: 
There 
is 
currently under way a vast shakeup of 
the securities markets, the outcome of 
which might be one vast central m ar­ 
ket for stocks and bonds. It would be a 
monumental change from the present. 
As of now, there are exchanges 
spotted in various parts of the coun­ 
try —in 
Boston, 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Salt Lake City, 
San Francisco, for example. Someday, 
it is foreseen, they will be more closely 
tied to each other 
Whether or not these ties actually 
will bind them into one exchange is at 
this time hypothetical. While it might 
happen, all that can be stated posi­ 
tively is that they will a* least be more 
interrelated. 
There is, therefore, a good deal of 
jockeying for position. The NYSE is by 
far the biggest, most powerful of these 
exchanges and it hopes to stay that way 
in any reshuffling.

State continues struggle 
with ambulance service 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — The 
funeral home hearse that doubles as an 
ambulance may be the last of a dying 
breed— Ohio funeral directors say 
they’re anxious to get out of the am ­ 
bulance business. 
Most say they have always lost 
money on ambulance services, and a 
number say proposed state regulations 
requiring 
m andatory 
am bulance 
standards and training for attendants 
will m ake costs prohibitive. 
The state Health D epartm ent con­ 
ducted a poll last spring and found that 
64 per cent of the funeral directors 
contacted wanted out of the business. 
“I never made a poll, but from 
talking to others and from my own 
experience, I know most of us'would 
get out if we could,” said Charles R. 
Boring, president of the Ohio Funeral 
Directors Association. 
Most funeral homes are in the 
business now because their hearses are 
the only available vehicles in many 
areas that can carry patients lying 
down, he said. 
“We can’t get out of it because there 
is nothing to take our place. Until 
ambulance service is taken over by 
local government, I am stuck with it.” 
The federal Highway Safety Act of 
1966 demanded that every state write 
minimum standards for ambulance 
service but state officials in Ohio say 
they already have postponed that until 
at least 1976. 
Without any state requirem ents on 
the books, there’s nothing to stop 
anyone with a station wagon and a cot 
from going into the am bulance busi­ 
ness, adm itted Dr. Thomas A. Gardner 
of the Health Department. 
But 
it’s 
“a 
m atter 
of 
deciding 
whether any ambulance service is 
better than no ambulance service at 
all.” 
“If strict standards were written as 
they have been in a couple of states, 
you would have chaos—either because 
the rural funeral homes would have to 
pull out, or the law would contain 
complicated exceptions.” 
The im m ediate answ er will be 
upgrading local fire and rescue squads 
to handle the load, he said. That has 
already begun.

Rose Bowl bits 


When you think of the Rose Bowl do you see the Southern California 
Trojans running all over the famed Pasadena turf? 
If not, you should because Southern Cal’s star-studded teams have been 
to the Rose Bowl so many times we suspect they have a permanent lease 
on the Pasadena field 
The upcoming New Y ear’s Day classic which m atches the unbeaten 
and top-ranked Trojans against the third-ranked Ohio State Buckeyes 
will m ark the Southern Cal s 18th Rose Bowl appearance. 


BESIDES ALL of Southern California’s appearances in the New Y ear’s 
Day classic, the Trojans own so many Rose Bowl records that most of 
them may never be equaled, much less surpassed. 
Since the Big Ten and Pacific Eight became partners back in 1947, the 
Midwest teams have won 17 games. Of the nine wins copped by the West 
Coast schools, USC owns four. 
When the Trojans went to the Rose Bowl for the 1970 shootout with 
Michigan. John McKay became the first coach ever to make four con­ 
secutive trips to the Pasadena saucer. 
On his five appearances McKay won three, beginning with the 
Wisconsin scoring orgy in 1963. He also beat Indiana 14-3 in 1968, and 
Michigan in 1970. He lost to Purdue 14-13 when he refused to try for a tie in 
1967 and was dumped by Ohio State 27-16 in 1969. 
Five times USC has sent unbeaten team s to the Rose Bowl and they lost 
once. The loss came in 1969 to Woody Hayes to supply McKay with a 
revenge motive if needed for this New Y ear’s Day clash. 
McKay’s personal coaching record against Big Ten opponents in 13 
years at USC is 33-17-2. The Trojans are unbeaten in 16 straight gam es 
dating back to the last gam e in the 1971 season when UCLA tied them 7-7. 
Southern California stands 4-4 against the Big Ten at Pasadena since 
the Rose Bowl became a private party in 1947. The 1952 Trojan version 
snapped a Big Ten winning streak by nudging Wisconsin 7-0 in 1953. 
But, the Big Ten’s overall Rose Bowl record is well ahead of the 
Pacific-Eight. 


THE BIG TEN’S 17-9 series edge is doubly impressive when you recall 
that until two years ago the Big Ten would not permit any school, 
champion included, to make the trip two consecutive years. Three tim es 
the runnerup school got the trip ticket and three times the No. 2 team 
defeated the Pac-8 champ. 
This will be Woody’s fourth Rose Bowl adventure. The crafty Buckeye 
veteran has stacked up a 3-1 record and two of those wins were at the 
expense of Southern Cal. 
Ohio State topped the Trojans 20-7 in 1955 and returned three seasons 
later to shade Oregon by a 10-7 score. In 1969, Hayes registered the 
aforementioned 27-16 verdict over USC, before being upset by Stanford 
27-17 in the 1971 game.

NEW YORK (AP) — When cigar- 
chom ping B arney O ldfield blazed 
around the crushed stone surface of 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway at 76.27 
miles per hour in 1909, nobody ever 
thought of 200 m.p.h. 
Now, 64 years later, Bobby Unser, 
who has gone faster on a closed race 
course than any other human, says 
confidently that the 200 barrier will be 
broken at the ancient speedway next 
May. 
‘‘I ran 197.5 there just a month ago 
during G oodyear tire te s ts ,” the 
Albuquerque speed specialist said in a 
telephone interview, “and I was doing 
it very easily. 
“ I am sure,” he added, “that when 
we bring our Olsonite Eagle to the 
Speedway in May, the 200 m.p.h. m ark 
will not be out of reach. In fact, we are 
gearing for it.” 
He no doubt will be proven right in 
his prediction. The never ending search 
for speed at the speedway has brought 
about dram atic changes in the last 
dozen years in race cars, tires and 
other accessories, and a breed of 
drivers who not only are fearless but 
more versed in engineering than the 
men who built the original speedway 


machines.

Computer detective brings 
big decline in burglaries 


SEASIDE, Calif. (AP) - Following 
the 
advice 
of 
a 
computer, 
two 
policemen here have accounted for 
more burglary arrests in the past two 
months than the entire 54-man force 
has in any previous year. 
“We were damn tired of reacting to 
burglaries after they happened,” said 
Police Capt. Dale W. Anderson, who 
heads a burglary patrol which relies 
upon probability instead of manpower. 
Since late October, the $59,000 
program has yielded 27 
burglary 
arrests, the recovery of $30,000 worth of 
stolen property and more than a 25 per 
cent reduction in burglaries, he said. 
Police officials said the program, 
financed in part by a $39,000 grant from 
the Council on Criminal Justice, might 
serve as a model for other cities the 
size of this Monterey Bay community 
of 40,000. 
Seaside’s assault on burglary began 
in mid-1970 when a police reserve of­ 
ficer began feeding year-old burglary 
reports into a computer. By 1971, 
enough data on the times, place, type 
and manner of burglaries was gathered 
to permit an experiment. 
A rented computer was used to 
assign a two-man, unmarked patrol car 
to areas most likely to be hit by a 
burglar during a specific time of the 
day and month. 
Anderson said the results “even

Say movie cliches lead 
to hostility9 job bias

violence in today’s films can lead to job 
discrimination and hostility between, 
men and women, says 27-year-old film 
critic. 
“It seems the vicious and violent 
cliches which keep woman in her place 
kindle feelings of antagonism between 
men and women. 
These 
evidence 
them selves in job discrim ination, 
sexism and machismo,” said Sandra 
Shevey, who is teaching the first course 
on women in films at the University of 
Southern (California this year. 
“When we see violence films which 
play out man’s aggression toward 
women . . . men repress these in­ 
stincts, and let them out in socially 
acceptable situations. 
The film s 
reinforce hostile feelin g s,” says 
Sandra, who calls herself “film critic in 
residence” 
for 
the 
National 
Organization for Women. 
Sandra groups the cliche women’s 
roles into The Virgin Cult, the Sex 
Symbol, the Career Girl and The 
Perfect Wife. She feels that today’s 
films are just a cliche-ridden and even 
more violent than films of the past. 
“The career girl is always crazy, 
neurotic, hell-bent on success, and she 


always learns her lesson, 
says San­ 
dra, who groups the roles of Bette 
Davis, Ginger Rogers, Joan Crawford 
and Jane Fonda in “Klute” in this 
category. 


GINGER ROGERS in “Lady in the 
Dark” gave up her job to a subordinate 
and married him 
after 
she 
was 
badgered by others in the office. 
“The lesson learned is — give up 
your position and get married. You will 
be alienated if you aren’t preoccupied 
with frills, fads and men,” says Sandra. 
That same message becomes more 
strident and the penalties for uppity 
women become death instead of 
derision in a current film like Hit­ 
chcock’s “Frenzy,” says Sandra. 
“Two women are killed off in the 
most brutal way because they try to 
assert their female independence. It’s 
still a lesson learned — except the male 
anger is more complete in the 1970s 
because 
wom en’s 
struggle 
for 
liberation is greater,” she says. 
In virgin cult roles, the damsel is 
often made distressed by a man and 
then saved by him. The perfect wives 
are always the women behind the men. 
“These are recurrent and consistent 
m otifs. 
Rarely 
do 
you 
see 
a 
divergence,” says Sandra, listing 
“Clockwork Orange,” “Diary of a Mad 
H ousew ife,” 
and 
Woody 
A llen’s 
“Everything You’ve Always Wanted to 
Know About Sex . . .” as guilty parties 
today. 
SHE CALLS on the movie industry to 
begin seminars on the image of women 
in film, so film makers can become 
aware of these “harmful cliches” and 
be able to make alternative choices. 
“Maybe instead a movie should 
reinforce feelings of caring, sensitivity, 
not fear but faith,” says Sandra, who 
can think of only one American film 
Which does this — “Adam’s Rib,” with 
Tracy and Hepburn. 
After Sandra gave her pilot program 
“Myth America in the Movies,” at New 
York University last spring, she was 
asked to lecture at colleges across the 
country. 
“Most people are incensed by these 
antifem inist im ages of rape and 
violence. They want to know how to 
strike out,” says Sandra* 
She suggests protests like boycotting 
the films, writing the director and the 
producer, complainng to the theater 
m anager 
and 
throwing 
rotten 
tomatoes. 
“You’re you own best movie critic,” 
she says.

Periodic checkups essential 


I have just found out that I have high 
blood pressure. Is it possible to have 
hi|»h blood pressure without knowing 


I haven’t been sick in 40 years and 
frankly, have not been to a doctor since 
I was 7 years old. 
Mr.C.C. 
Dear Mr. C.: 
That, indeed, is an excellent health 
record, and one that should give your 
pride. 
But there should be no pride in the 
fact that during all these healthy years 
you have not consulted a doctor for a 
general physical checkup. 
Had you done so, your high blood 
pressure might have been discovered 
and treated earlier. 
The basis for good medicine is the 
early discovery of a condition. High 
blood pressure, particularly, is related 
to circulatory diseases, heart con­ 
ditions, and even strokes. When un­ 
covered early, these complications can 
often be avoided. 
A very interesting study recently 
performed in Chicago was reported in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. About 20,000 industrial 
employes had volunteered for tests of 
their blood pressure. About 4,500 of 
these were found to have high blood 
pressure. 
Almost 60 per cent of those people 
with high blood pressure did not know 
they had this disorder before these 
tests were made. 
They were, of course, not being 
treated. If this study can be considered 
valid for other areas of the country, 
there must be thousands of people who 
benignly consider them selves in 


perfect health when actually high blood 
pressure exists. 
This is, indeed, unfortunate because 
it violates the very essence of good, 
preventive medicine. 
A complete medical examination is 
not an indulgence. It is a gift to one’s 
self and one’s family. 


Is there any advantage in using 
medication such as benzoin in steam 
inhalations? 
Mrs. M. M.,Utah 


Dear Mrs. M.: 
Steam inhalations are very valuable 
and are used often in respiratory 
conditions. 
Benzoin, aromatic herbs and flower 
concentrates are often used in the 
steam kettle. They may be very 
pleasant and give a 
“medicinal” 
arom a 
which could have some 
psychological effect. However, the real 
advantage is from the steam itself 
One of the favoite substances used all 
over Europe is camomile, a con­ 
centrate of the earth apple. This, with 
steam, diffuses and gives a lovely odor. 
The medical value is minimal com­ 
pared to the value of the steam itself.

To be a successful declarer, one must 
make assumptions during the play. 
Often these assumptions are based 
more on hope than expectancy, since 
there is not much point in playing a 
hand on the basis that the cards are 
divided so that you cannot make the 


contract. 
Here is a sample of the theory at 
work. Let’s say you’re in four hearts 
and West leads a low spade. East wins 
with the ace and returns the nine, your 
jack losing to the king. Back comes a 
spade, which you ruff, and the question 
is how to play the hand. 
Ordinarily, you would lead a heart to 
the king and finesse the jack on the way 
back, but this would be the wrong play 
to make here. 
It is right to lead a heart to the king, 
but it is wrong to finesse the jack. 
Instead, you should go up with the ace. 
As the cards lie, this unaccustomed 
play succeeds beautifully — because 
the ace catches the queen and East 
later shows up with the ace of clubs — 
but how in the world are you supposed 
to know that playing for the drop is 
better than playing for the finesse? 
The answer is that you have no 
chance for the contract unless East has 
the ace of clubs, and, once you make 
this assumption, you cannot also play 
East for the queen of hearts. 
It is conceivable that East would 
have passed third hand holding the A- 
Q-10-9-5 of spades and the ace of clubs, 
but it is inconceivable that he would 
have passed had he also held the queen 
of hearts. It is therefore proper to 
assume that West has the queen and on 
that basis reject the finesse as a 
hopeless gesture. 
Propane gas made available 
for Buckeye grain drying 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
said today nearly 1.7 million gallons of 
gas have been made available to Ohio 
farmers who urgently need it to dry 
their grains during this wet season. 
Commission Chairman Henry W. 
Eckhart said 161,506 gallons of propane 
gas have already been delivered to 
Ohio distributors to assit the farmers 
with grain harvesting and drying. 


The commission is presently trying 
to solve the transportation problems of 
getting the supplies to local dis­ 
tributors who will supply the farmers. 
“As of noon today, 18 truckloads of 
propane with approxim ately 9,000 
gallons per load have been picked up 
from the Columbia Hydrocarbon 
Company storage facility at Mount 
Sterling.” 
Tile Dayton Power & Light Company 
has made available one million gallons 
and Columbia Hydrocarbon another 
500,000 gallons at its Lima facility. 


The gas crisis developed when far­ 
mers were delayed by the rainy 
weather from harvesting their corn 
and soybean crops. Even after har­ 
vesting, the wet weather has delayed 
the drying of the grain crops at a time 
when businesses and homes need 
propane gas for heating. 
The commission has established a 
temporary war room to pinpoint the 
greatest gas needs and provide 
adequate supplies. 
A spokeswoman for the commission 
said the areas of greatest need are in 
northwestern Ohio near Lima and 
Toledo. 
John T. Gordon, PUCO director of 
transportation, said ten of his field 
personnel are helping during this 
em ergency 
by 
insuring 
that 
distributors are using the gas that has 
been allocated to them for farm drying 
purposes only.
